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CREDIT 


. . . is the life blood of the United States. 
It keeps the wheels of giant industries 


turning; it reaches into every facet of busi­ 
ness; and it keeps most Americans living 
way above their means. 
There are many who w ill argue, and with 


excellent supporting facts, that credit will 
be the ruination of our country. There are 
others who will counter argue just as con­ 
vincingly that without credit the USA could 
never have progressed to its present stage of 


development. 
They both could be right. First, there is 


no doubt but that credit has enabled the 
masses to purchase everything ranging from 
appliances to yachts. This in turn has in­ 
creased production to the point where we 
boast the greatest Gross National Product 


of any nation in the world. 
That is the good side of credit. 


THERE ARE DEADBEATS 
However, there is a side to credit that 


can bring about the collapse of our econom­ 
ic system. That side is the one brought on 
by the hundreds of thousands of deadbeats 
who buy on credit and never intend to pay 
a cent. Then joining the deadbeats are 
those people who just ride a credit account 
to death. They buy and let it ride, add to 
it and let it ride, and buy more Und let it 
ride. Thus, while they are going about 
their business of living high on the hog, 
that creditor (and usually in a case like this 
they are riding more than one business) must 
limp along paying his bills for those goods 
or services now being used by the credit 


holder. 
And don't think this happens "somewhere 


else". 
It happens right here in Hondo and 


you can bet your last credit card on that. 
I 


have talked to local businessmen who are 
really hurting because people won't pay 
their just bills. Sure, they always want to 
buy, but somehow they never want to pay. 
The English Call installment buying "the 
never-never plan", and many Americans 
take it literally when it comes to paying. 
In fact, several businessmen have told 
me of instances where account holders 
would just keep riding until they were told 
that without payment they could purchase 
no more . And do you know what happened9 
Those bleeding the merchant got mad! 
"W h y, how dare you tell me my credit is no 
good!" "lf you don't want my business, I'll 
just take it somewhere else!" 
These are the familiar statements made 
by indignant people who, after riding the 
backs of a merchant for months, are asked 
to ante up a little of the green so the mer­ 
chant can remain in business. 
I for one say, let them take their busi­ 
ness somewhere else. That kind of business 
a small town merchant does not need. How­ 
ever, the only sad fact of the entire mess is 
the merchant sells them merchandise or 
service in good faith and doesn't know they 
won't pay until it's too late. 


CHECK EVERY RECORD 
Yes, he can check their credit before 
hand. The Medina County Credit Center 
operated by George and Evelyn Pietz pro­ 
vides this service. But, there again, it is 
surprising how many consumers w ill get an­ 
gry when a merchant suggests that he check 
their credit rating. Perhaps the only sal­ 
vation for the merchant is to go ahead and 
check anyway, then refuse credit to those 
whose rati rig is a least bit shady. 


lf you have it forget the idea that indi­ 
vidual consumers are the only persons who 
ride businesses for credit. There are busi­ 
ness people who, despite the fact they 
know full well they cannot operate their 
own business without a flow of money com­ 
ing in, w ill run up high bills with other 
businesses and then ride them for months 
and even years. 
What is it about a man (using the word 


in the broad sense of human being) that w ill 
make him ask the trust of another man by 
accepting merchandise or service on a cre­ 
dit, promise to pay at a certain time or by 
a specified method, and then completely 
renege on the responsibility? 
Is it that he thinks businessmen are rich 


and don't need his money or wil I never miss 
the amount of merchandise he buys? lf this

"I have been in constant 
contact with die Southern 
Pacific Railroad and the

A library with an opening 


day collection of approxi­ 


mately 300, OOO volumes Is 


being planned for tile Uni­ 
versity of Texas at San An­ 


tonio, according to Dr, 


Arleigh B. Templeton, Pres­ 


ident of UTSA. 
The library-administra­ 
tion building, one of seven 


structures In die first phase 


of the University's building 
plan, is under construction. 
It Is a four-story structure 


and the main floor is all 


glass. 
Dr. Templeton des­ 
cribed the building as "at­ 
tractive and very functional”. 
UTSA was autiiorized by 


the Texas Legislature in 


1963. 
Bo til graduate and un­ 
dergraduate students will at­ 
tend classes on the UTSA 


campus when the first con­ 


struction pnaae is completed. 
In the meantime, the Uni­ 
versity will hold graduate 
d an es in temporary facili­ 


ties beginning in June, 1373, 
Aitliough the University' 
will accommodate approxi­ 


mately IO, OOO students Ini­ 


tially, an enrollment of 


1 7 ,500 by 1980 Is expected. 
The 300,000 volume li­ 
brary is designed to meet the

1973 wheat 
allotment notices 
go to producers 


Notices of 1973 wheat al­ 
lotments and an official ex­ 
planation of the 1973 wheat 
•et*aside program have been 
malled to producers in Me­ 
dina County, according to 
Nick G. Riff, Chairman of 
the County Agriculture Stab­ 
ilization and Conservation 
(ASQ Committee, 
All participants w ill set 
aside an acreage equal to 
86 percent of their farm do­ 
mestic allotment, w ill earn 
wheat certificate payments 
based on their domestic a l­ 
lotment, and w ill be eligi­ 
ble for Commodity Credity 
Cor potation loans on wheat 
'grown on participating farms. 
An additional set-aside 
option also is offered, iff 
•aid. Contingent lpon their 
1972 wheat acreage, produc­ 
ers may set aside an addi­ 
tional acreage up to ISO per­ 
cent of their domestic wheat 
allotment in return for a 
payment of 88 cents a bushel 
times established yield times 
acres of additional set-aside. 
A producer who accepts 
the additional set-aside op­ 
tion also agrees to Limit his 
production of 1973 wheat. 
The limitation Is determined 
by the formula: 1972 spring 
and winter wheat planted a- 
creage on the farm plus any 
1972 additional »et-aside, 
minus tie 19 3 .additional set- 
aside. 
"The big point to make at 
this time Is Hat a wheat 
grower lr tis 1973 wheat 
program can go one of two 
ways: One— maintain re­ 
quired set-aside and conserv­ 
ing base acreages with no 
lim it on Ids wheat acreage; 
Two--maintain required set- 
aside, additional set-aside, 
and conserving base acreages 
and Urrs it his wile at acreage,*

It ’s a weird story. Talk­ 
ing to officials, asking about 
Hondo's relative safety in e- 
vent of attack, projecting 
damage from a typical war­ 
head dropped in San Antonio, 
the picture slowly takes 
shape. There is no protec­ 
tion (man-made, at least), 
which can give safety to 
more than a few lucky indi­ 
viduals. 
There are, however, 
many disjointed, untested, 
and uncoordinated services 
which, in the event of at­ 
tack, together are still prob­ 
ably useless. 
Ironically, Hondo's 
greatest hope for safety from 
fallout, is the fact that tile 
jet-streams of air currents 
high above the earth tend to 
move generally eastward, 
and would keep away some 
of the lethal radioactive dust. 
One of the ambitious pro­ 
jects of the '50s and early 
'60s, aimed at kssening the 
toll of nuckar attack, was 
one In which the C ivil De­ 
fense Agency provided a 
complete 100-bed emer­ 
gency hospital for Hondo and 
other communities 40 to 50 
miles from Hie perimeter 
of San Antonio. 
At that time, a group of 
Hondo citizens were trained 
In die operation of the mo­ 
bile X-ray machine, the gas- 
powered generator, and the 
emergency water pump, as 
well as in first-aid procedures, 
Today, it appears that some 
of these key peopk have 
moved away, and nobody has 
bee trained in their place. 
Indeed, no one has received 
any training at all in IO years. 
The machinery is still 
there, crated in a dark ware­ 
house on the Air Base along 
with beds, sheets, bandages, 
microscopes, centrifuges, 
some n edicines, and stretch­ 
ers. 
That the equipment is 


still there could be something 
of a relief to Hondoans, but 
this is not die case. 
The equipment is de­ 
signed for use in the building 
now used by the Hondo Golf 
Course, several hundred yards 
away. 
Bed-space, water and 
electrical connections are still 
there. In order for any of it 
to be utilized, the crated 
materials would have to be 
moved to the Golf Club build­ 
ings, then set up. That a- 
mounts to hours of work. And, 
in case of an appreciable a- 
mount of fallout, even that 
building would be unsafe any­ 
way. The whole story reads 
like a black comedy novel. 
Charks Larkin, the C i­ 
vil Defense director in Hon­ 
do, reports that when the 
City of Hondo allowed the 
Golf Association the use of 
dieir building, space was 
needed immediately for stor­ 
age of the obviously very bul­ 
ky supplies. The nearest 
such place was the back of 
the building now used by the 
Square Dance Club. 
So, 
most movabk wares were 
transported there to await 
use. The power plant, along 
with a large refrigerator, re­ 
main in their place behind 
the Golf Course building, in 
a shed. The refrigerator is 
used and maintained in good 
order by the Golf Course. 


"It used to be that equip­ 
ment for a certain room or a 
certain purpose was stored 
where it would be used, so 
that it could be uncrated easi­ 
ly, " says Larkin. 
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"But when it was moved, 
we had to put equipment 
wherever we could find the 
space. " 
Today, oxygen bonks 
and water containers, band­ 
ages and blankets, and tile 
partially-disassembled X-Ray 
machine are arranged in neat 
rows in the three-room ware­ 
house. The Health Depart­ 
ment used to inspect Hie e- 
quipment annually, but Mr. 
Larkin received notice from 
them this year that no in­ 
spection would be made, and 
could he check the equip­ 
ment himself? Some boxes 
are dated 1956, some later. 
You keep looking for 
someone to blame for the 
holes in the system, someone 
who is responsibk for the 
shortcoming and could guar­ 
antee safety with a more 
practical plan. 
But the re­ 
alization finally hits that this 
is the best that could be 
practically done for Hondo. 
Short of a shelter for each 
person, complete with food 
and supplies and air filters, 
all connected to a massive 
underground hospitaL there 
simply is no way to be safe 
from radiation. 
The Hondo operation is 
designed for a singk, admit­ 
tedly remote possibility: If 
a singk, small-ykld war­ 
head strikes the east side of 
San Antonio and explodes a-

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bove ground level (ground- 
k ve l explosions yield more 
fallout), and if citizens can 
be warned in time to fill 
bathtubs with water and to 
get to either the Courthouse 
or tile central room of their 
building, and if the jet 
stream does its thing: 
Then, with a good num­ 
ber of survivors, local doc­ 
tors and hospital personnel 
can get to die hospital and 
set it up to serve any injured 
or wounded persons. As slim 
as the chances are of that e- 
vent, it is one chance that 
we cannot afford to pass up. 
Courthouse provisions 
and water supplies have been 
requested, although the C ivil 
Defense has not provided 
these yet. New classes are 
planed in operation of the 
machinery, and the use of 
the provisions sotted at the 
Air Base. These w ill be set 
up through Mr. Larkin and 
taught in San Antonio, in the 
near future. It behooves 
Hondoans to become inter­ 
ested in just what can be 
done in die event of a nu­ 
clear holocaust. When the 
courses are announced, sign 
up.

Wages in 
kind from work in a restaur­ 
ant count for social security 
purposes. Your employer is 
required to withhold the so­ 
cial security contributions on 
the value of your meals plus 
your cash wage* 


QUESTION: 
I became disabled a coup­ 


le months ago and want to 
apply few monthly disability 
benefits from social security. 
I know I can't do my regular 
job any more. Who will de­ 
cide whetter my disability 
will keep me from doing any 
other work? 


ANSWER: You apply at your 
social security office, but 
doctors and vocational spe­ 
cialists in a State agency 
(Tile Texas Rehabilitation 
Commission) who have had 
experience in seeing the ef­ 
fects of disabilities upon peo­ 
ples' abilities to work make 
tills decision. They study all 
the facts you have submitted, 
the medical reports, and in­ 
formation about your training, 
skills and education.
